TEETH 
TELL OF DEATH. 


FOUND NEAR WHITENED BONES 
ON NEVADA DESERT. 


Smell Silver Mug, With the Name 
Vesta Engraved on it, Also Forms 
Clew te Lone Wanderer Wino Either 
Perished Miserably in Scxdstorm or 
Was Murdered. 


A scrap of newspaper, torn, weather- 
beaten and faded, a set of false teeth, 
the frames of two pairs of spectaciés, 
and the whitened bones of a man, tell 
of a pitiful tragedy of the desert. 

Yesterday the Nevada authorities 
called upon the lecal police to assist 
in trying to discover the identity of a 
lone traveler who two yeara ago met 
his fate near the mining cemp of 
Buckskin. 

A sheepherder, plodding over the low 
hills six or seven miles to the north 
of that town, came upon the mains 
severa! days ago. From the scrap of 
newspaper and a small book found in 
the clothing, it is belleved the man 
was a resident of Los Angeles. 

The mystery wt! probably never be 
fathomed. There are no marks on the 
whitened bones to indicate death by 
violence and yet according to the 
statements of desert men, many pros- 
pectors were lured from Puekskin at 
the time of ite founding and murdered. 

The condition of the bones indicates 
that the body ity exposed to the burn- 
ing sun aod weather for neurly two 
vears. There was not a vestige of 
flesh left. A gray serge suit, badi: 
decayed, 
hat and two pairs of spectacles were 
found. In the mouth cavity of tho 
skull was a set of false teeth. In th: 
Iittle book was written the name, Dr. 
C. E. Ueseman, Sweeney, and a white 
silk handkerchief bere the single ini- 
tial II. 

The police base their chief hope of 
iJentification upon a small silver mug 
found by the remains. This had the 
word westa“ engraved upon it. it 
had probably been given the lone 
wanderer by some member of his fer- 
ily. It had been clasped in his hand 
at the time of death.

At that time hardened characters were 
hanging about the camp, some of 
whem may have lured the unidentified 
man out to the desert and killed hing,
